pend on your-Faithful Commons for their chearful and 
ready Affiftance to make good the fume. 

Permit us to congratulate your Majefty on the Succefs 
of your Endeavours in the Choice of an Emperor, and 
thereby procuring an additional Strength to the Houfe of 
Auttria, and the further Security to the Liberties of Eu- 
rope in general. 

We take this Occafion to exprefs our higheft Satisfacti- 
on onthe Peave, concluded between the Emprefs, the 
King of Poland,and the King of Praflia; wherevy the inte- 
rior- Tranquillity of the Princes of the Empire is reftored, 
and the Einprefs enabled more effeétually to fopport her- 
felf and her Allies in Italy, particularly the King of Sar- 
dinia; to whofe Affiftance we will contribute, on our 
Part, whatever fhall be found neceffary and expedient. 

And your Majefty may depend on your faithful Com- 
mons, that, as they are fully fenfible, that the true Inte- 
reft of the States General, and that of thefe Kingdoms 
is the fame, they wiil enable your Majefty, as far as our 
Circumftances will permit, to give that Succour to the 








further Progrefs of the Arms of France in the Nether- 
lands, procure them a fufficient Security againtt their E- 
nemies, and obtain a fate and honourable Peace. 

We beg leave to return your Majefty our Thanks for

of the Netherlands. Thefe two Antwers, as wes 
affured, clahh nota little with each other; and that 
what has hitherto hindered the Stites 1rom coming t 
Refolution, and-obliges them to temporize a little long 
with France; infomuch, that it is pretended, they hi 
ordered M. Van Hocy, our Emoaffador at the Fes! 
Court, to infinuate, that fome Method will be ufeds 
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engage our Eaft-India Company to reftore putely and 
fimply the three French India Ships, and that an Aufwer 
will foon.be given to France’s Demand of a Neutrality. 
We do not exaétly know the Contents of the Court of 
London’s Anfwer, but we are aflured that Orders have 
been fent to Baron Boetzclaer to demand Ecclaircifle- 
ments on divers Articles. As to the Court of Vienna’s 
Anfwer, all that has tranfpired of ‘t, is, chat the Empreds 
Queen offers to fend immediately into the Netverlands 
that Body of her Troops which was on the Rhine uncer 
the Command of the Duke of Aremberg, and which, 
when compleat, will make 15,000 Men, and to furnith 
befides a Body of 22,000 Troops to be in the Pay of their 
High Migitineffes. This Articie has greatly turpiifed 
us; and at the Conferences to which te linperial Mi- 
nifters were invited on this Occation, their Excellencies 
were told, thatcie Republick was not at all fatisfied with 
thefe Offers, fince the Court of Vienna is obliged by the 
Barrier Treaty to maintain at her own Charges in the 
Netherlands, in the time of War, a more powerful Ar- 
my than the two Corps above mentioned would make ; 
and that their High Mightinetics, in demanding of the 
Emprefs no more than 25,000 Men compl cat for the ap- 

roaching Campa‘gn,did indeed eate her ofa conliderable 
Rasunie which the is bound by Treaties to bear. “Thus 
do Matters ftand at prefent. ‘Ihe Imperial Minilters 
have difparched Expreiles to their Court, and this Day 
they fent away to London the Courier that brougst thin 
the forefaid Antwer. Baron a’Aylva, our Mrnilter to 
divers Germay Courts, has not yet net with much Suc- 
cefs in his Negotiations for hiring Troops ior the Repu- 
blick; and if we may depend on our lait Advices from 
Francfort, it fens that moft of the German Princes and 
Circles are no way inclined to engage in a War with 
France; and it is morecver reported ag iin, that a Con- 
vention is concluded, or on the Tapis at leait, between 
the French King and the Eleétor of Cologne.
